Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The "system of passageways", "tubular 
passageways" and "tubular cavitation" as described in Heure does represent a tube which has been defined by Merriam Webster's 
Collegiate Dictionary 10th edition as "a hollow elongated cylinder" one to convey fluids or "tunnel" In response to applicant's argument 
that Kawabata's wire fin member can not be used in Heure, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference 
may be bodily incorporated into the structure of the primary reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in 
any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of 
ordinary skill in the art.
